$838,267, of which $138,904 was on 
real estate security and the re- 
mainder on personal and collateral 
security. 

The statement showed the total 
of assets and of liabilities as $1,- 
072,326.25. It listed $50,000 sur- 
plus and $8056.08 undivided prof- 
its. The resources include $58,- 
454.57 bonds, of which $1251 are 
Government bonds, $9540.95 State, 
county and municipal bonds, $1855 
foreign bonds and $1045.25 bonds 
of railroads and public service 
companies. The trust company’s 
building at 103 South Main street 
is valued at $28,800.

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—Plans for 
a huge dam to develop approzi- 
mately 2,000,000 horsepower in 
electricity from the St. Lawrence 
River at a cost of $171,000,000 have 
been presented to Gov. Roosevelt's 
St. Lawrence Power Development 
commission by its engineering 
board. The plans differ in impor- 
tant respects from those previously 
offered by Canadian engineers, who 
recommended construction of two 
dams, involving greater expendi- 
ture. 

The commission’s engineering 
board, headed by Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Edgar Jadwin, retired, former 
Chief of Army Engineers, in a re- 
port made public yesterday sum- 
marized its plan as follows: 

1. Construction of a power 
plant at Massena Point, N. Y., to 
develop 2,000,000 horsepower, in 
the International Rapids section 
of the river. 

2. Serious construction hazards 
eliminated by building power 


| 


houses and spillway on what is 
now dry land, and by avoiding 
deep river cofferdams. 

3. Plant to be built in % 
steps, to flood less than previous 
plane, thus meeting Canadian ob- 
jections to the single dam plan 
as compared to the two-dam plan, 

4. Total cost to be $171,000,000, | 
or $70,000,000 less than proposed 
double stage plan, co-ordinating 
power and navigation, producing 
more power and requiring less 
time than any other plan. 

It is estimated that under the 
plan it would be possible to begin 
turning out power in five or six 
years from the time of beginning 
actual construction. A year would 
be required for preparation of de- 
tailed plans and specifications, let- 
ting contracts and preliminary de- 
velopment work. . 

The board sought the best and 
safest method of getting power 
from the International Rapids—one 
which would satisfy the War De- 
partment’s demand for preservation 
of navigation and which promises 
to be acceptable to Canadian engi- 


neers..

mansions of the planters. Scat- 
tered between them, ope to every 
10 or 20 acres, are the shanties of 


tenants and share croppers. 
Tenants provide their own teams 
and equipment and pay one-third 
or one-fourth crop rent to the land- 
lord. Share croppers have nothing 
to invest but labor and pay crop 
rentals up to 50 per cent. 

The share cropper system ob- 
viously invites concentration on 
the “money” crop, cotton, and neg- 
ligence of food crops, hay and 
grain, garden stuffs, poultry and 
livestock. The share cropper is 
surprisingly like the city. dweller 
in having to buy everything he 
eats. 

' Lonoke County demonittrates the 
effect of the system. The north- 
ern half of the county, where 
crops are fairly diversified, is re- 
ported to have 600 families need- 
ing direct relief. From the south- 
ern half, devoted almost exclu- 
sively to cotton, 1000 have applied 
for and received rations from Red 
Cross headquarters at England. 

In 1929 the land about England 
produced an average of half a bale 
of cotton to the acre. The cotton 
brought as much as 21 cents a 
pound and the seed brought as 
much as $30 in addition on each 
bale. 


Low Income for Farmer. 
Last year the land produced 
about one-fourth bale to the acre. 
Some was plowed under as not 
worth picking. What was sold 


went for 7% to 11 cents a pound. 
A 500+pound bale: brought approx- 
imately $50 and the seed added 
little more than 35 to it. That 
meant that a share cropper with 
20 acres got about $220 for his 
year’s income. 

Fewer “immigrants” pickers 
than usual were attracted to the 
fertile bottom lands, but the cot- 
ton which lasted until March on 
the last crop, ran out before Dec. 
1. The pickers; and this time they 
had received only 50 cents a 100 
pounds, instead of the $1 paid last 
year, were left stranded without 
funds for their annual migration 
back to the hills. 
Planters, following the paternal- 
istic annualacustom of the tenant 
system, had carried their farmers 
through the non-productive months

Supreme Court Ruling on Profits

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Profits 
from the dale of Federal and state 
bonds today were ruled subject to 
state and Federal taxes by the Su- 
preme Court. The decision was 
handed down in aase brought by 
the Government against Charles 
W. Bunn of Minnesota: 

The Government contended such 
taxes would not constitute an il- 
legal burden on the securities and 
conceded that should its position 
be sustained the states would be 
empowered to tax profits from 
Federal bonds. The lower courts 
held a tax on profits would, in ef- 
fect, be a tax on the public secur 
ities involved and ruled such taxes 
invalid under the provision of the 
constitution prohibiting the impo- 
sition of undue burdens on Feder- 
al, state and municipal securities.

$8.000,000.000 SOND 
W TSSUE PROPOSED BY MELLON 


Is In Addition to $20,000,000,- 
Already Authorized; Low 
Interest Rates Cited. 

By the SHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Witb 
$20,000,000,000 in bonds already 
authorized to take up second Lib- 
erty loan bonds, Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon today asked Con- 
gress to authorize issuance of $8,- 
000,000,000 more. 

Chairman Hawley, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, said 
the proposed ‘increase would not 
increase the public debt but would 
permit the Government to refund 
maturing bonds at a lower rate of 
interest. 

The Secretary is preparing for 
refinancing of the outstanding 
Liberty loan bonds issued during 
the war which are callable in the 
next two years. 

A total of $1,933,545,750 of first 
Liberty loan bonds, which bear in- 
terest at 4% per cent and 3% per 
cent, can be called in June. 1932. 
In addition, $6,268,241,150 of 4% 
per cent fourth Liberty loan bonds 
are callable in October, 1933. If 
the Treasury had authority to issue 
new bonds to take up the outstand- 
ing Liberty loan bonds, the Treas- 
ury could take advantage of in- 
terest rates which promise to be 
lower than at the time the Liberty 
loan bonds were issued. f

AMERICAN RAL MEN 
10 TRAN RUSSIANS 


Crew to Sail for Soviet Repub- 
lic Next Month to Oper- 
ate Division.

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—A soviet 
plan to Americanize the Russian 
railroad system through employ- 
ment of Americans to teach Rus- 
sian rairoad men new methods was 
disclosed yesterday with the an- 


nouncement that 150 locomotive 
engineers, yardmasters, switchmen 
and signal men would leave New 
York for Moscow next month to 
establish a perfect division” on 
the Soviet railways. 

The Americans will be placed in 
all key positions on one of the di- 
visions of the railway that reaches 
from Moscow to Vliadivostok. A 
complete Russian crew will be in- 
stalled under the Americans for 
a training. When this group has 
absorbed the Western technique of 
railroading they will be moved out 
to take charge of a division and 
another group will begin training. 

The move was decided on in 
Moscow, it was learned, on the 
theory that while-the Russian tem- 
perament is just as well adapted to 
mechanical things as the Ameri- 
can, the Russians are at the dis- 
advantage of never having come in 
contact with the mechanical civili- 
gation that Americans have de- 
veloped to its highest point. There 
is no suggestion of permanently in- 
stalling an American personnel on 
the Soviet railroad system. 

Each of the 150 men will re- 
ceive a year’s contract. Their ex- 
penses to Russia and back will be 
paid by the Soviet Government. It 
is understood that a large propor- 
tion of the group being sent over 
has been recruited from former 
employes of the illinois Central. 

The Amtorg Trading Corpora- 
tion, the commercial agent of the 
Soviet in America, is handling the 
assembling of the crew, and it is 
reported that Amtorg has received 
the fullest co-operation from 
American railroad executives.

Several walls fell at the nearby 
town of Barile where one house 
was wrecked and several others se- 
verely damaged. Government civil 
engineers were sent to Barile im- 
mediately. . 

Melfi, one of the centers which 
suffered the most during the earth- 
quake of July 23, was just begin- 
ning to recover and to rebuild. Sev- 
eral slight earth shocks were felt 
here during the half of 1930, but 
none was so heavy as that of this 
morning. This morning’s shock 
was preceded by slight tremors 
during the night. 


ATHENS, Greece, Jan. 5.—Forty 
houses in Corinth were damaged 
badly in earthquakes which shook 
the peninsula yesterday. Fifty 
houses in neighboring villages were 
destroyed by the tremors. : 

Part of the medieval wall of 
Acrocorinth (a fortress adjoining 
the city) was damaged, but no lives 
were lost.

NEW $50,000 RUMOR 
ON NORRIS CAMPAIGN 


Been Diverted Secretly 
to Nebraska.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5. — New 
stories of scandal arising from the 
recent election are soon to be in- 
vestigated by the Nye Senate Com- 
mittee, it was learned today. 

Chairman Nye announced that 
the committee would go to Mon- 
tana about two weeks hence to 
probe the sensational report that 
$100,000 was taken into that State 
by a nationally known Republican 
leader to be used in defeating Sen- 
ator Thomas J. Walsh, Democrat. 
It also will inquire into a report 
that $50,000, ostensibly allotted to 
another state, was secretly sent into 
Nebraska to be used against Sen- 
ator Norris, progressive’ Repub- 
lican. 

The Montana story has been go- 
ing the rounds for several weeks, 
and finally attained such definite 
proportions that the committee 
feels it cannot longer: be ignored. 
It is, briefly, that the prominent 
Republican leader obtained $100,- 
000 from an undisclosed source, 
went to Montana and set up head- 
quarters in a hotel, where his con- 
duct presently became so notorious 
that local Republican leaders asked 
him to leave the State on the 
ground that his actions were hurt- 
ing Judge Albert Galen’s chances 
of defeating Senator Walsh. 

Moved Into Colorado. 

Thereupon, the story goes, the 
prominent Republican leader 
packed up his paraphernalia of 
entertainment—or that part which 
had not already been consumed— 
and moved over into Colorado, 
taking one of the local Montana 
leaders with him, After a few 
days in a Colorado hotel the Mon- 
tana man died suddenly, leaving 
an estate which included a large 
cash sum that had recently been 
deposited in his bank account. 

The hypothesis is that he was 
acting as banker for the visiting 
political magnate and that the un- 
explained deposit was part of the 
money intended to be- used against 
Walsh. The Nye committee in- 
tends to ascertain whether such a 
fund existed, and if so, who sup- 
plied it. The names of power in- 
terests and certain oil men have 
figured repeatedly in the story. 

It is no secret that Walsh in- 
curred the deep enmity of both 
classes by his exposure of the oj! 
scandals and his demand for an 
investigation of the power indus 
try. Nevertheless, he was re-elect- 
ed by the largest majority of his 
career. 

Nutt on Stand Tomorrow. 

Tomorrow Joseph R. Nutt, 
Cleveland banker, power magnate 
and national chairman of the Re- 
publican party, will appear before 
the Nye Committee to explain the 
$50,000 “special fund” which was 
placed in the Commercial National 
Bank in the last campaign. Part 
of this fund secured the loan out 
of which Robert H. Lucas, execu- 
tive director of the Republican 
National Committee, paid for the 
Ku Klux Klan literature which he 
used against Senator Norris, Re- 
publican, and several Democratic 
candidates for the Senate. 

Lucas has been asked to appear, 
and officers of the Independent 
Publishing Co., which printed the 
literature, are expected to testify. 
This company publishes the Fellow- 
ship Forum, a pro-klan organ, and 
the National Farm News. Some of 
the literature ordered by Lucas had

Collection Now on Display 
Shows Revival of Color 
Printing. 


A collection of 100 modern Japa- 
nese wood block prints, which are 
being circulated to show the re- 
vival of the Japanese art of color 
printing, are on display at the City 
Art Museum in Forest Park. 

The prints, selected by Arthur 
MacLean, curator of Oriental art 
at the Toledo Museum of Art, are 
by 10 representative Japanese art- 
ists and are of typical Japanese 
subjects.

consideration the size, subject. 
coloring, the framing and the 
place intended for it. If the space 
it is to eccupy is small and your 
picture is scenic, choose one that 
provides a good, clear perspective, 
a long lane, or boats far out to 
sea, with the motif of the picture, 
that is to say the action, if any, or 
the chief point of interest, well in 
the distance. This tends to give 
the effect of space to the room. 
Consider next whether the pic- 
ture “tones in with others that 
may be on the walls, or whether 
it is to provide a bit of contrast. 
color note, and choose accordingly. 
For instance, a picture in which 
browns prevail may have a single 
note of red, a cottage roof, a bird, 
a small boy’s house, and lift up 
the whole room. On the other 
hand, that same color note may 
just as readily prove a distinct step 
out of harmony, although such an 
instance would be rar. 

A “blue” picture, lovely and ar- 
tistic as may be. on the contrary, 
in a room where its blue is the 
only blue is bound to stand out 80 
conspicuously as to down all the 
other objects in the room.
